The sun rose 
slowly from behind the mountain and with 
it the mist rose. But the mist did not rise in 
its usual fashion.

workers and artists, and more 
than 100 years to complete the 
work. 

After the Moors were driven 
out of Spain, the Spanish Con- 

3uerors committed acts of van- 
alism and a good deal of- the 
intricate and artistic work was 
destroyed. Even the Spanish 
monarch* who followed through 
the years tore down parts of the 
buildings to make way for pal- 
aces or modern design. It was 
not until 1830 that the Spanish 
people took an interest in the 
Alhambra and tried to restore its 
beauty as near as possible. In 
spite of years of neglect, earth- 
quakes, vandalism and damage 
from time, what remains of the 
Alhambra still possesses the 
beauty and intricate care which 
the Moors put into their work. 

In 1931, Spain issued a set of 
10 stamps in commemoration of 
the third Pan-American Postal 
Union Congress. The designs 
used on most of the stamps in 
this set consisted of Spanish 
landmarks and places of in- 
terest. Two of the stamps in 
this set bore a replica of the 
beautiful "Fountain of the Lions" 
which the Moors built in their 
ancient citadel of the Alhambra.
